And 1 can n truly fay that I 88 very often 
ſeen one vomit accompliſh, what repeated 


purges have failed in. I remember a wo- 
man, who, without calling a phyſician, .

rhubarb, Sedlitz ſalt, and citron, and found

AFTER the firſt evacuation. he digeſtive

By no means, na- 
ture likes neither a change nor compoſition | 
of medicines; nothing terrifies patients 
more, whoſe nauſea goes off by cuſtom,

another I have prevented a Le I never 
regretted my conſtancy, - but I have re-. 
pented of my inconſtancy, which a judi- + 
cious ſpectator laughs at, and which de- 
ſtroys all the confidence of the patient. 
The antients gave nothing elſe but ptiſan, 
oxymel, and a very few other medicines. 
Why fo. many changes then? what miſ⸗ 
chiefs have followed thence? à perp 
uncertainty about the virtues of medicines, 
an increaſe of the diſtemper, the diſgrace 
of the phyſician, and feats of the patient. 
When the cauſe of the diſeaſe is known, 
let the phyſician immediately employ tlie 
beſt method, and if he has hit the caſe, 
let him not vary in the leaſt. Ignorant by- 
ſtanders may brand à remedy with the title 
of uſeleſs, becauſe it has not removed a ſe- 
vere diſtemper in a few hours; but a judi- 
cious phyſician knows that a diſtemper has 
its periods, and that even the moſt power- 
ful medicines ſignify nothing, When they 
are prematurely adminiſtred; he is not ig- 
norant that there are ſome diſeaſes beyond 
all the power of phyſick. Nor is a re- 
medy for this reafoli to be always rejected, 
becauſe it cannot prevent a _ diſeaſe from

terminating in at Apt us. conſtantly 
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then remember the precept of Hippocrates, | 


and the advice of his admirable interpreter 
"Gorter. He who atts upon a rational plan,

Diet includes the air and food & the : 
patient... : The air, ſo. far as was in £ 
power, I kept cool, and had it frequently 
renewed in eee for nothing pro- 

motes putrefaction more, nor does greater 
hurt to reſpiration, than a hot air; and that 
cauſe alone is ſufficient to aggravate prodi- 
giouſſy the fever, anxiety, and delirium; it 
is ſtill more prejudicial, if it be heated. with 
the putrid effluvia of the patient and thoſe 
about him, which is always the caſe, when 
ever the air is not changed ſeveral times in 
a day. There are hardly any diſtempers 
more peſtilent than thoſe, whach are gene- 
rated in places where many people are con- 


fined to breathe the ſame air, without hau- 


ing it renewed. Nor i is any one thing more 
hurtful to the common people than their 
ſcrupulous exactneſs, in keeping the win- 
dows of their chambers conſtantly _ 
both from lazineſs and fear of cold, 
which means they perpetually breathe ; in .

of human bodies, beaſts, food, and ex- 
crements.

According to the famous Van Svisten 
Rye is not inferior to it, but as the method 
of preparing it is not common here, I made 
uſe of oats, not however with that obſti⸗- 
nacy as not to admit other preparations 
from aceſcent grains, but the flavour of 
our gruel was agreeable to moſt peoples 1 2 
palates. The beſt method of preparing it 
was boiling the grits in water, then ſtrain- 
ing it, and afterwards adding a little ſugar,,- 
a moſt mild, antiſeptic, reſolving falt, not 
at all dangerous here; and then giving three 
ounces every three hours. I had no ob- 
jection to the addition of part of a young, 
hen or chicken to the gruel, while it was 
boiling; for they being fed upon oats or 91 
other grains afford an aceſcent juice. I al- 
ways adviſed againſt the uſe of butter, for 
the ſame reaſons, that I declared againſt. 
oily medicines: ſometimes too chicken 
broth, with a little of the expreſſed juice 
of ſorrel proved excellent nouriſhment. , 
The celebrated Lud.

to their taſte; the moſt excellent food is made | 
of panado and fugar,. with a ſmall proportion 
of lemon juice. There is nothing 1 hate 
more than the ſtrong ſoups of beef, fowls, 
and pidgeons, ſo admired by the relations 
of a patient, but affording an indigeſtible 
maſs to a bilious ſtomach; and whoſe clan- 


lent exacerbations, nay killed ſeveral. They 
may do good, where the ſtomach labours 
under an acid cacochymy, which they cor- 
rect by a ſpontaneous putrefaction, but in 
putrid diſtempers they deſerve no other 
name than poiſon.

it is bad to give milk in the head-ach. It is
